Bruce Clarke spent several hours with Preparedness Committee
staff mem ”‘B"ers (Kéndall, Harper, and Gilleas) last week covering Soviet
Stfensive mis siles, bombers, and submarines. We plan to conclude

this briefing on the threat on Wednesday covering Soviet flghters, ABMs

and similar coverage of Communist Chinese weaponry. There is a
problem that everyone will be facing in connection with this briefing.
Although Senator Stennis has indicated that he wishes to keep these

to take advantage of the Director's presence to questlon him on a wide
range of topics -- the most predomlnant of which will be the ABM issue.
We plan to suggest to Braswell that he have the Chairman make an opening
statement indicating the limitations on the scope of these hearings with the
understandmg that the Director will appear at a subsequent date to go into
othé¥ ifeas.
